N Friday July the 31ſt about ten o'clock 

in the forenoon, at the Caſtle of Wincheſ- 

ter, came on the trial of Thomas Boulter and James 
Caldwell, indicted for committing eight ſeveral 
aſſaults and robberies in different parts of the 
county of Southampton. When the priſoners 
were put to the bar, and the Jury began to'be 
called over, Boulrer addreſſed himſelf to the 
Court, ſaying, he was extremely forry that he 
thought himſelf under the neceſſity of requeſt- 
** ingafreſh jury; he did not love to be trouble- 
** ſome; but as he had particular reaſons, hoped 
the Court would indulge him in his requeſt.” 
The Court immediately complied, and ordered 
A 2 ; a freſh

Tromas WooLDRIDGE ſworn. 


. What are you ? 
. My name is Thomas Wooldridge, and 
the keeper of the bridewell at Birmingham. 

Q. Do you know any thing of the priſoners at 
the bar? 

A. Yes, my Lord, I know them well. 

©, What do you know of them? 

A. On the 14th of May laſt, one Aaron, a Jew, 
who keeps a goldſmith's ſhop in Birmingham, 
called and told me, that he had been offered a 
gold watch by a perſon in the market-place, which 
he ſuppoſed had been ſtolen; that he declined 
buying it in the market-place, but had deſired 
the man to call at his houſe with it towards the 
evening, and he would purchaſe it of him. Some 


little time aſter the Jew went home, I — 
an 
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him to the door of his houſe, where I ſaw Boulter 
with a gold watch in his hand, offering it to the 
Jew for ſale. I ſtepped into the ſhop, and rapped 
him on the ſhoulder, ſaying, you are in cuſtody. 
He ſeemed very much confuſed» and made to- 
wards the door, but I caught hold of him by his 
two ſides, and rubbed my hand up the fide of his 
coat, where | thought I felt a piſtol. I then 
ſearched him, and found a piſtol in his breaſt- 
pocket, and another in each of his coat-pockets, 
which on examining I found were all loaded with 
three cut or jagged ſlugs in each piſtol. I pro- 
ceeded to ſearch him, and found in one of. his 
Pockets a lady's gald watch, and gold equipage, 
and in another of his pockets I found a gold 
watch, with a gentleman's chain. I then took 
him before a magiſtrate, and on his examination 
it came out that he had a companion in town, 
which I was allo determined to apprehend if poſ- 
ſible. I enquired out the way they came into 
town, and found that they put up at the ſign of 
the Waggon and Horſes: When I came to the 
inn, I enquired whether two ſtrange men had not 
come in there to day ?---The Landlord replied, 
yes. I aſked him if he could tell me where to find 
them---He ſaid one was then in the parlour, but 
a other had gone out ſome time, I deſired to 
be ſhewn into the parlour, where I ſeized Cald- 
well, and on ſearching him I found a gold watch, 
a ſilver watch, and a — of loaded — upon

On the Friday following they deſired 
to have their great coats, which they ſaid were 
left at the inn where they put up.--I went for the 
great coats myſelf, and on ſearching them, found 
a yellow bag of gunpowder in the pockets of one 
and a brace of piſtols in the other, loaded in the 
ſame manner as thoſe before-mentioned.

A. I carried them together to the priſoners into 

the dungeon, and Caldwell owned that which 
had the piſtols. 

. What paſſed at that time ? 

| I aſked Caldwell ſeveral queſtions concern- 
ing the watches ; and he told me the watch ſworn 
to by the laſt evidence, he bought near a year and 
a half ago of a watchmaker at Glouceſter; but 
from time to time was in many different ſtories 
concerning them. 


To the PRisoN ERS. 


Q. Have you any witneſſes to call in your de- 
fence ? 

Caldwell. Yes, my Lord, my ſervant is in Court, 
who will prove that I was near 100 miles from 
the place when the robbery was committed. 


SARAH PASHUR Sworn. 


Did you live any time in May laſt with 

Caldwell ? ; 

A. I did, in the capacity of a maid-ſervant. 

Q: Do you remember where Caldwell was at 
that time, particularly on the toth of May. 

A. Yes, he was ill, and confined to his room 
at Briſtol for three months before the 1oth of 
May ; but on the 11th of May he went from 


home.

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9, Do you know what time of the day he went 
from home ? 

A. No, not for certainty ; but I believe it was 
towards the evening. 

9, Why or how do you recollect it was on the 
11th of May he went from home? 

A. I believe it was, to the beſt of my remem-

9. Will youſwear poſitively he did not go from 
home before the 11th of May ? 

A No, not politively. | 

Then you are not ſure he went from hore 


on that day particularly? 


A. No; only to the beſt of my knowledge. 


Neither of the priſoners making any defence, 
the Judge proceeded to ſum up to the Jury the 
preceding evidence, with ſeveral apt and ſenſi- 
ble remarks on the nature of the evidence juſt 
given, which appeared in ſome reſpects to be 
contradicted by the laſt witneſs, who endeavour- 
ed to prove that her maſter Caldwell was at the 
inſtant of time when the robbery was committed, 
at a very conſiderable diſtance from the place.--- 
And though nothing had been brought by 
Boulter either in his favour or defence, yet, if 
the proſecutor was miſtaken in the perſon of 
Caldwell, he was equally liable to have miſ- 
taken the perſon of Boulter, and conſequently if 
they believed the laſt evidence (who did not ſwear 
poſitively) there would be ſufficient grounds to 
acquit them both ; but if they thought the evi- 
dence of the proſecutor (who appeared in all re- 
ſpects 
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ſpects to be a creditable witneſs, and had ſworn 
poſitively to their perſons, as well as to his watch 
which was found upon them, they would, in ſuch 
caſe, be obliged to diſcredit the laſt witneſs, and 
of courſe find both the priſoners guilty, 


The jury;-after conſulting about five minutes, 
brought them in BOTH GUILTY. 


When the Jury had returned their verdict, 
Caldwell was taken from the bar, and the Court 
proceeded to try Boulter on the ſecond indict- 
ment. The only evidence called on this indict- 
ment was 


Mr. WILLIAM Noves, of Southampton. 
Q. What are you? 


A. I am a wine-merchant at Southampton, 

Q. Do you recollect any thing particular hap- 
pening to you on the 15th of October laſt ? 

A. Le.. 

Q. What was it? 

A. Coming from Bath to Southampton in the 
Diligence that day, I obſerved a man ride haſtily 
by, between five and fix o'clock in the evening, 
upon the turnpike-road leading from Southamp- 
ton to London, He turned ſhort round, and 
rode up to the fide of the Diligence, ordering 
the driver to ſtop, and tapped at the window. 

Q. Was any other perſon in the Diligence at 
that time? 


B A. Yes, 


* rr — ä—— — — 
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A. Yes, Mrs. Dawſon, and a fervant- maid 
of Millbrook. 

Q. What happened further ? 

A. He came up to that ſide of the Diligence 
where Mrs. Dawſon fat, and he robbed her firft. - 
He then demanded my money; but obſerving 
the driver looked at him, he ſaid, «© don't look 
by 1 ſo much at me, but turn your head the other 

* way,” he then inſiſted on my money, which I 

ave him, 

What was the ſum you gave him? 15 

A. A half. -guinea, a dollar, and ſome filver. 

Q. How did he proceed then? 

A. When he had taken my money, he aſked 
for my watch, which I refuſed. He ſaid he was 
certain I had a watch, and he would have it, for 
he had ſeen it before. I told him he muſt be 
greatly miſtaken. He ſaid he was not, for that 
he had ſeen it three days ago, and he had ſeen it 
that morning alſo, and therefore he inſiſted he 
would have it. I then pulled it out, and held it 
out to him, ſaying, It is only a pinchbeck watch, 

and will be of no uſe to you, and therefore beg 
you will not take it. He replied, I will have it 
inſtantly, or blow your brains out; upon which 
I gave it him. 

What became of him afterwards ? 

A. He rode on towards Southampton, and we 
followed ſlowly in the Diligence. 

Q. Did you ever ſee the man before that even- 

ing? 

A. Never, that I know of. 
| Q: Na 
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Q. Do you know the man again ? 


A. Yes; the priſoner is the man. 
jou? Are you fare he is the perſon who robbed 


A. He is, I am certain. 


To the PRISONER; 


2 Would you aſk this witneſs any queſ- 
tions? 

A. No, my Lord. 

Q. Have you any thing to fay 1 in your da- 
PF ? 

A. All that I have to ſay is, that I ſubmit my 
caſe to the mercy of the Courr. 


The Judge then proceeded to ſum up the 
whole of Mr. Noyes's evidence to the Jury, 
obſerving that no facts could be more plainly 
proved, and therefore it was needleſs to go on 
any further in examination of witneſſes; and as 
nothing was brought to invalidate the evidence 
of Mr. Noyes, whoſe depoſitions were remarkably 
ſtrong and clear, he could not offer one circum- 
ſtance in favour of the priſoner, whom he ſup- 
poſed they could not but find guilty in this, as 
well as on the laſt indictment. 


The Jury without the leaſt heſitation returned 
a verdict, GUILTY.

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| His Lordſhip not thinking it neceſſary to try 
them on any more of the indictments, ordered 
James Caldwell to the bar, and ſentence of 
death was paſſed on them both, in words to the 
following effect. 


CONDEMNATION. 


Thomas Boulter and James Caldwell, J have now 
got to the moſt diſagreeable moment I ever felt 
in my life; a moment in which I am to paſs 
ſentence of death on my fellow-creature, and in 
a caſe which neither permits me to reach out the 
hand of lenity, or give you the leaſt hopes of 
being ſaved from untimely death. As to you, 
James Caldwell, I have declined trying you on any 
other indictment than the firſt, though there are 
ſeveral againft you, for a particular reaſon that oc- 
curred to my mind, and which I will tell you of. 
---It is ſuch as aggravates your crime, and ren- 
ders you ten times more criminal,---that of at- 
tempting to ſuborn the religious principles of a 
poor unthinking girl your ſervant, of endeavour- 
ing to prevail with her, in the groſſeſt and moſt 


glaring manner, in the face of this Court, to 


commit wilful and corrupt perjury, in order to 
ſkreen yourſelf from that chaſtiſement which 
your other crimes but too juftly deſerve, and 
which added to the preſent, render you the moſt 
fit object for public example. Happily her mind 


was better guarded than to fall into the ſnare 7 


' 
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had laid for her, nor would her conſcience ſuffer 
her to ſwear politively to what you both knew 
had no foundation in truth. As for you, Boulter, 
though I have not diſcovered in any part of your 
character ſo baſe an attempt to involve the inno- 
cent in your own crimes, yet are your offences ſo 
multiplied, ſo notorious, and of ſo criminal a 
nature, that the moſt diſtant hope does not exiſt 
for the preſervation of your life. You are a young 
man, in the prime of life, and heaven in its 
- abundant goodneſs has extended to you the bleſ- 
ſings of health, ſtrength and vigour, thus ena- 
bling you to get your bread in an honeſt way, 
and to have lived an ufetul member to ſociety; 
how grofsly then have you abuſed theſe bleſ- 
ſings ! by giving up your life to a fenes of wicked- 
neſs, appropriating the means thus given you for 
the ſupport of virtue and hqnelty, to the moſt 
abandoned way of life, exiſting by rapine, and 
plundering your neighbours.---Prepare then, dur- 
ing the ſhort time you have to live, to make ſuch 
atonement for theſe offences, as may entitle you 
to forgivenneſs and mercy before that awful tri- 
bunal, where you muſt ſhortly be arraigned.--- 
You are to be taken hence to the place of exe» 
cution, where you are to hang till you are dead, 
and the Lord have mercy on your ſouls, 


After condemnation, Boulter addreſſed him- 
ſelf to the Judge, ſaying, he was a very young 
man, not yet twenty-four years of age; that he 


vas fully ſenſible of the badneſs of his crimes, 
and 
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and the juſtneſs of his ſentence, yet he hoped, as 
he had never committed the leaſt act of violence 
upon any perſon he had robbed, mercy might be 
found for him, and begged his Lordſhip, in the 

neſs of his heart, would intercede with his 
Majeſty in his behalf, to inflict any thing on him, 
rather than that fatal and ignominious death; 
that he would moſt willingly ſerve his Majeſty in 
any ſituation abroad, for life, not doubting but 
in ſuch a capacity he ſhould be enabled to make 
his country ſome amends for the numerous of- 
fences he had committed ia it, and of which he 
now ſincerely repented. His Lordſhipanſwered, 
that he muſt apply to ſome other quarter, for that
